admirably situated shelter trenches, and wherever 
the ground seamed suitable, the Chinese had 
mounted excellent Krupp field-guns, In spite 
of.this admirable position the Chinese it would 
appeny did not “make ary stand whatever, 
All along the trenchea were cases of cartridges, 
the majnsity of which were herdly broached.
